Early this morning, in accordance with the 
programme laid down by the General com- 
manding, every plece of ordnance imthe army

fications—a lime of artillery several miles in 


extent, andata given signal opened in full 
chorus upon the rebel intrenchmenta. 


This was “moving upon the enemy's 
works’ with a vengeance. One 
hundred and fifty cannon belching forth their 


fiery thunders, might well create dismay in 
the bdicaguered city. It is lumpossible to con- 
yey any adequate impression of the terrible 
grandeur and eublimity of the eight. I count- 
ed the reports during five minutes, after the 
cannonede was in progress an hour, end they 
numbered one hundred and forty-five. ‘They 
were BO more numerous than these during 
the hour previous. Between half-past 
eight end ten o'clock, at least two thousand 
rounds were fired. The shells exploded in- 
side the works and outside of them. Some- 
times they burst in mid-air and dropped thelr 
fragments over the cecupants; at others they 
struck the embankment, exploded and tore 
out large fissures, through which a squad of 
soldiers could have marched. Several shots 
entered the embrazures of the fort oppesite 
which I made my observations, and expioding, 
tore every nelguboring object into tatters. 
There was 4 little battery on a hill a little to 
my right which did wonderfal execution. 
Further to the right a heavy seige gun poured 
a heavy enfilading fire across the tep of the 


embankment of one of the larger forts, and 


cleared it of ite occupants. The loss of the 
enemy from exploding shell mast have been 
considerable—how considerable is of course 
mere eetimate. 

The enemy rarely replied, because, perhaps, 
they did not choose to waste their ammunition, 
or that their gums were loaded with grape and 
capnigter in anticipation of a'charge. Occa- 
sional shots, would, however,come booming 
over the gin house where I was taking obser- 
vations, frighteming us, but doing no damage. 
This heavy cannonade wes continued until] 
ten o'clock, when all at once we heard the 
tharp rattle of musketry, and loéking directly 
before us we discovered a brigade of infantry 
in the actof charging a rebel fort.
